$2,000. The great demand and re- | 
stricted supply of emeralds, to- | 
gether with the fact that they are | 
very hard to imitate, have forced 
their cost to a height which puts 
large stones of good quality be- 
yond the reach of all but the very 
wealthy. 

The erystals are simple in form, 
merely hexagonal prisms attached 
at one end to the matrix, with 
usually a flat face at tight angles to | 
its axis on the other end. They 
are invariably flawed, so much so 
that “a flawless emerald” has be- 
come a proverbial expresion for un- | 
attainable perfection. The largest 
single crystal, said to weight 934 
ounces, is in the possession of the 
Duke of Devonshire, but the di- 
vision of mineralogy of the Nation- 
al museum at Washington has an | 
excellent specimen from Stony | 


| Point, Alexander county, N. C., 


which weighs 834 ounces or over | 
1,200 carats and is the largest ever | 
found in the United States. } 

Among the specimens is a sec- | 
tion of an uncut crystal from Muzo, 
Colombia, South America, collected 
by Dr. Joseph E. Pogue, former as- 
sistant curator in the division of 
mineralogy of the National mu- 
seum. This contains a flaw com- | 
posed of carbonaceous matter, 
which appears in cross section as a 


| six rayed star centering, at the 
| axis of the crystal, in a small hex- 


agonal prism. It is a very unusual 
form and is believed to be unique in 
museum specimens.
